An isolated immunogenic 
compound comprising: (a) a peptide consisting of a peptide 
according to claim 1; and (b) a heterologolous carrier protein 
that increases the immunogenicity of the peptide in (a) . 

14 (Previously presented) . An immunizing composition, 
comprising the immunogenic compound of claim 13 and an adjuvant.

A pharmaceutical composition 
which contains at least one peptide as defined in claim 1 as 
active ingredient and a pharmaceutically acceptable excipient.
